far as education is concerned There is no MunsuT court in that 
taluq, because it cannot be provided there as such it has beeu 
shifted to Warangal Town proper So, even the bare co opera 
hon of the people is not there for real education, let alone 
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compulsoiy education The spurt that the Bill claims for 
compulsoiy education is not the proper spirit with which it 
ought to be biought There are parts of the country where 
this compulsory education can be successfully brought into 
force with the co operation of the people But we are tiying 
to put this scheme into practice in places where the people 
are not even ready to appreciate the vilues of education I 
should say this Bill is a mockery on the intellegentsia of our 
country Therefore I would simply plead that by accepting 
this amendment the House wiD be appreciating and welcoming 
the co operation of the people foi putting this Compulsory 
Education Bill into piactice in our State and making it a 
success To say that monej is -n anting and that is the reason 
why we aie putting this scheme into piactice in places wheie 
community projects are theie is not correct I will assure
